ORDER

On May 11, 2005, Kentucky Utilities Company (“Applicant”) filed an application
for approval of the construction of a transmission line in Franklin, Woodford, and
Anderson Counties, Kentucky. On July 18, 2005, the Concerned Citizens Against the
Power Line Extension (“Intervenor”) filed a motion to dismiss and a request for oral
argument on that motion. The hearing in this matter is set jointly with two other
transmission line applications for July 26 and, if necessary, July 27, 2005.

The Commission’s calendar makes scheduling of an oral argument prior to
July 26, 2005 impossible, so the motion for oral argument is denied. The Commission
also finds that Applicant has made a sufficient showing to go forward with the scheduled
hearing and therefore denies the motion to dismiss.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that Intervenor’'s motion to dismiss is denied.
